On this subject hangs a tale that some- 


what concerns Putnam. The bridge is 
the result of a scheme on the part of 
Baldwin county to induce trade from the 
lower part of this county to go to 
Milledgeville. For some time Milledge- 
ville has been bidding for cotton from 
this and adjoining counties by offering 
cash premiums for every bale carried 
there from other counties. Ng one, of 
course, has censured her for this; on 


the contrary, her enterprising ‘spirit has* 


been admired. 

So determined has she been to build up 
her business interest in this direction. that 
through its attorney some time since the 
board of commissioners of that county 
petitioned the commissioners of this 
county to join with them in the building 
of this bridge. The proposition on its 
face meant nothing more nor nothing less 
than a request to Putnam to help open 
up a way for Putnam people living in 
that part of the county to carry thelr 
cotton to another market. This petition 
the commissioners of this county turned 
down, because they deemed it of no gen- 
eral public utility. . 

Another trouble then confronted this 
county. There seems to be a law Dy 
which one county in constructing a bridge 
across a dividing stream to a second 
county without help from the second can 
force the second to pay half the ex- 
pense. To avoid this dilemma, the com- 
missioners of this county secured in 
writing a statement from the commis- 
sioners of Baldwin, in which that county's 
right under this law is waived; gnd that 
waiver stands today recorded on the 
minutes of our commissioners, 

The suits, arrests and other entangle- 
ments that have grown out of this bridge 
business are the result of legal steps 
taken by the Humber heirs to protect 
their purchased right of several years’ 
standing, and not of any action taken by 
this county, officially or otherwise, to 
prevent the construction of said bridge.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second et, 
Macon, Ga., October 2.—(Special.)—the 
municipal campaign opens tomortw, 
when the prospective voters will 
given the privilege of having their nats 
recorded upon the registration -books. 

The registrars, John Hartz, 8. H. Gre 
wold and W. L. Johnson, who have @ 
taken the oaths, which are now on fil 
in the clé?k’s office, will be at theil 
posts in the city hall at 7 o'clock each 
morning and will remain until 8 o’cloék 
in the evening. 

Marked interest is Manifesting in the 
coming primary and this morning a mul- 
titude of the ‘friends of Hon. Bridges 
Smith called upon him at his office ‘in 
the city hall, inquiring when it would be 
possibie to register. Heretofore interest 
-f not wholly lacking has been smal) and 
the promptness of the voters to register 
is gratifying to the Mayor and his close 
friends. Mr. Smith's copies of the rules 
for the qualification of voterg were 
quickly exhausted. The registrars will 
be at the office in the city hall every 
Monday, Wednesday and Saturday dur- 
ing the month of October. 

The qualifications necessary for regis- 
tration are: 

1. The person must be a male ¢ditizen of 
the United States, who has resided in the 
State one’ year, in the county six months 
and in the city three months next pre- 
ceding the time of the election. 

2. He must be 2! years of age, or must 
become so by the day of the election. 

3. He must have paid all taxes gince 
the adoption of the present state eon- 
stitution, to the state and county and +9 
the city of Macon, which have beef re- 
quired of him and which he had an op- 
portunity to pay agreeable to law, ex- 
cept for the year of the election. No 
person shall be entered on the regidtry 
who does not apply to the registrars jr, 
petson upon the days and within the 
hours fixed for registration, and furnith 
to them satisfactory evidence of his 
qualification for registration. Provided 
however, that if the person so applyin 
will take the following oath, he shall of 
entitled to registration: “I do so solemnly 
swear (or affirm) that I am 2! years of 
age, or will be on the day of the election, * 
and am qualified by citizenship, residence | 
and payment of taxes to vote for mem- 
bers of the state legislature in the county

The man was nearly dead 
from hunger and exposure, and, although 
he is being given the most careful medi- 
cal attention, the doctors do not think 
he will live,

AIABAMA’S ANTI-BOYCOTT IAW 


Tex of the Measure Passed by Leg- 


islature Recently. 

M@tgomery, Ala., October 2.—(Special.) 
Foll wing is the substitute passed by the 
legislgure and approved by the governor: 

“SuBtitute for house bill No. 518. A 
bill t@be. entitled an act to prohibit boy- 
cotting blacklisting and other con- 
—s and to provide penalties there- 
or: 

“Sectin |. Be it enacted by the legis- 
lature @ Alabama, That {t shall be un- 
lawful 8r two or more persons to con- 
Spire togther for the purpose of pre- 
venting Sy person, persons, firm or cor- 
poration from carrying on any lawful 
business Ethin the state of Alabama, or 
for the firpose of interfering with the 
same, oOrifor the purpose of inducing 
others notto trade with or patronize suc 
persons, film or corporation. 

“Sec. 2. That it shall be illegal for any 
person to @ near the place of business 
of any oth@ person, firm or oorporation 
for the Purpse of influencing customers 
or patrons jo withhold their trade or 
patronage. © 

“Sec. 3. Thit it shall be unlawful to 
print or cir&ilate any boycott cards, 
stickers or gers or to advertise by 
writing, print or words that a boycott 
exists or is c&templated.

The compensation of the registrars shall 
be $4 each, for each day of actual serv- 
ice, including th® days prescribed for 
eonsolidating the registry list. The regis- 
try list shall be consolidated during the 
week following the last day of registra- 
tion, and shall be immediately thereafter 
turned over to the clerk of the council. 

In making up the registry of voters, 
the registrars shall enter thereon the 
name and age of the applicant, the ward 
in which he resides, and the place of 
residence therein, as near as practicable. 
The names of the white and colored. 
voters shall be kept separate.

In making the descent, 
Owens described half a dozen gyrations 
al' in full view of his fellow workmen.

OF SENSATION 


Spicy Developments Expected 
from Justice Court Investigation, 


Grand Jury Proposes To Look 
Through All Justice Courts in 
Atlanta—Justice Venable’s 
Court Now Under 
Inspection. 


That there will be some exceedingly 
spicy developments as a result of the 
grand jury's investigation into the mys- 
terious workings of some of the local jus- 
tice courts is practically assured. 

There have been many rumblings and 
tremblings of the earth and lurid flashes 
of sulphurous fire from those quarters 
of late which have attracted the atten- 
tion of the public and now that a com- 
mittee of the grand jury is actually at 
work with pick and shovel among the 
fragments of lava and other wreckage 
in the neighborhood of the. aforesaid 
strange sights and sounds the expectation 
is general that there will be something 
of a sensational nature sprung before its 
labors are concluded, 

Already, it is intimated, there have 
been tablets unearthed with strange in- 
signia upon their carven surfaces, and 
the. wise men of the grand jury fear 
greatly that dark meanings are concealed 
therein. 

Of course, the whole matter may prove 
but a tissue of paper scarcecrows that 
will be blown away by the first breeze. 
But, nevertheless, there are those who 
are willing to make bond—many bonds— 
that there is something in the alr. 

Investigation Under Way. 

The committee began its work yester- 
day and while it will undoubtedly require 
considerable time to fully go into all the 
phases ofythe justice court question, it 
is said that the net result will be greatly 
to the good of the city and county. 

The members of this committee are B. 
M. Blount, chairman; C. R. Winship, 
Aaron Haas and James Banks. W. Woods 
White, as foreman of the grand jury, 
is working with the members of the com- 
mittee. 

Just at present the committee is giving 
special attention to charges that couple 
certain justice courts with money sharks 
in which it is alleged that there have 
been certain practices which have result- 
ed to the best interests of the money 
loaners, 

Foreman White, of the grand jury, said 


to a representative of The Constitution 


last evening that these charges would be 
carefully investigated. ‘I wish,’ he con- 
tinued, “that you would say that tne 
committee would be very glad indeed to 
hear from any persons having grievances 
of this nature. Kindly ask them to put 
their complaint in writing and not to 
telephone or air the matter in a personal 
interview. In submitting the grievance 
if they will kindly furnish as much data 
as possible it will greatly facilitate the 
work of the committee and they may be 
sure that the matter will be investigated 
to the very bottom. This invitation ap- 
plies to every One, white or black, attor- 
neys, citizens and every one. 

“We realize that we have a great deal 
of work to go through with before any- 


thing can be accomplished, but the mem-’ 


bers of the committee are more than 
willing to take up each and every mat- 
ter presented to them and I wish you 
would also say that the names of all 
those submitting such grievance and their 
best interests will be absolutely protected. 

“I don’t Know when we will be able to 
finish this important work, but it will 
not be stopped or permitted to be inter- 
fered with until we reach the end. What 
we intend to do is to go Into the matter 
as thoroughly and to invite all those who 
have grievances in such a way that there 
can be no question as to the thoroughness 
of the investigation when we get through. 
At to what remedies there are in the 
law or what it may be the purpose of 
the grand jury to suggest, it is too early 
to speak of at this time. But the efforts 
of any or all who will assist us in the 
matter of either substantiating or dis- 
proving any of the charges made, will 
be appreciated and result in the best 
good to Atlanta.”

~ Bondon, October 2.—Sir Edward Carson, 
solicitor general, consumed the morning 
session of the Alaskan boundary com- 
mission todav in endeavoring to refute 
the arguments of David T. Watson and 
Hennis Saylor, of counsel for the United 
States especially protesting against Mr.

He also mairtained that the principle 
of acquiescence was not applicabfe ‘vo 
the present dispute and somewhat sur- 
prised the audience by declaring that 
under the powers of the treaty of 1903 
“the commissicners had no authority to 
Wefine questions submitted to them and 
that they could neither lay down the 
boundary nor dccide what constituted the 
ecast. All the cammissioners could do 
Was to answer questions submitted to 
them in the treaty either negatively or 
If they gave certain 
amswers they might make matters more 
ecrfused than ever and open up a new 
series of diplomatic tangles. 

The solicitor general concluded with an 
@loquent reference to Great Britain's un- 
willingness to give up any of her sub- 
jects into the control of other nations. 
He declared he thought the public might 
think the commission was slow and that 
counsel were Wasting time; but no time 
and no money would ever be wasted if 
the Icng-sxinding dispute between the 
two great and friendly nations could be 
gcilved by the tribunal. 

When Jacob M. Dickinson, of counsel 
for the United States, rose to conclude 
the arguments the room was filling up 
‘with spectatois.

Premier Balfour Announces That 


Lord Milner Will Not Accept 
the Colonial Secretaryship. 
High Tribute Is Paid 
to Chamberlain. 


Sheffield, England, October 2—The at- 
fendance today at the conference of the 
conservative associations was much 
smnaller than yesterday, the opening day. 
The irreconciliabie differences in the party 
on the fiscal question were again em- 
phasized in the debate, and ultimately in 
the Interest of unity Henry Chaplin, 
M.P., former president of the board of 
agriculture and a life-long protectionist. 
withdrew his “rider” moved yesterday, 
thanking Joseph Chamberlain, the former 
colonial secretary, for his patriotic efforts 
and expressing approval of any fiscal 
scheme to promote a closer political and 
commercial union of the empire, and 
thereupon Sir John E. Derington’s official 
resolution of yesterday was  carricd 
unanimously, Sir John Gorst saying in 
behalf of the free fooders that they did 
not desire any more amendments. 

In withdrawing the ‘rider’ which 
promised to further disrupt the ranks of 
the unionists, Mr. Chaplin expl@ined that 
he was convinced, after hearing Mr. 
Balfour’s speech of last night, that it 
would be mischievous to press the matter. 
as it was directly, hostile to the premier, 
and nothing was further from his views. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, M.P., and Winston 
Churchill, M.P., subsequently announced 
that they had neither voted for nor 
against the Agraian proposition. After 
the passage of a resolution urging the 
government to take steps to insure the 
efficiency of the administration, the con- 
ference terminated. 

Premier Balfour addressed the dele- 
gates after lunch this morning. In the 
course of his speech he announced that 
Lord Milner did not feel himself able 
to accept the colonial secretaryship. 

Mr. Balfour went on to say that recent 
events had not substantially divided the 
party; but they had divided the govern- 
ment, and the parting of good friends 
had been accompanied by regret. Both 
those who went and those who stayed 
were devoted to the unionist party, the 
government and the empire. They had 
lost the greatest colonia] minister. the 
country had ever seen. His services 
could not be exaggerated. He had toa 
leave Mr. Chamberlain to express his 
official views, which @id not differ a 
hair’s breadth from his (Mr, Balfour's). 

Although Lord Milner had declined the 
secretaryship, Mr. Balfour added, he was 
in entire agreement with the government 
on its imperial and domestic policy.

State Senator George W.. Brown, of 
Darlington, walked down from the state 
capi.ol on the afternoon of January 15, 
with Lieutenant Governor Tillman and 
State Senator Talbird. Just as they 
reached the transfer station he left them 
and turned to meet a friend, and did not 
see the shooting. 

Horace L. Bomar, a member of the 
legislature from Spartanburg, was walk- 
ing away from the capitol, and as he 
approached Gervais street said he heard 
a shot, and looking up, saw Mr. Tillman. 
In answer to questions he said he saw 
a revolver in Mr. Tillman’s hand, and 
that Mr. Tillman walked backward and 
diagonally across the street. He next 
saw Mr. Gonzales and knew he was 
wounded. He heard no remarks. 

J. S. Young, an employee of the street 
railway company, heard a shot in front 
of the transfer station, he said, and 
went out of the station. He saw Mr. 


Tillman standing near the outer edge of’ 


the pavement, he testified, holding a pis- 
tol in his hand, and saw Mr. Gonzales 
leaning against the corner post. Mr. 
Tillman, he said, was looking toward 
Gonzales, then walked across the street. 
Talbird Describes the Shooting. 

State Senator Thomas Talbird, of Beau- 
fort county, testified that he left the 
capitol accompanied by Mr. Tillman and 
State Senator George W. Brown. AS 
they reached the street railway transfer 
station just across Gervais street, he said, 
he saw Mr. Gonzalés approaching. He 
said he had on an overcoat, with his 
hands in his pocket. He testified that 
Mr. Tillman said, ‘Good morning,” or 
“How are you?” : 

Mr. Gonzales turned to pass inside, and 
when he had passed beyond his (witness’) 
line of vision, and, as he supposed, was 
on a line with them, he said he heard 
Mr. Tillman say: “I got your message.” 
He then said he got a glimpse of a pistol 
in Mr. Tillman's hand, and that about 
that minute it snapped.

MONROE DOCTRINE, AND MR. SCRUGG 


THOMAS JEFFERSON, HOLY ALLIANCE, @ =

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Editor Constitution: 


: In your issue of 
Wednesday Mr. 


W. L. Scruggs, who 


classes himself as one of my “friends 


and admirers,” arraigns me as a care- 
less, inaccurate historian, and specifies 
two glaring and important misstate- 
ments in my last book. The statements 
Which he denies are: 

(1) That it was the purpose of the 
holy alliance to compel the South Amer- 
lean republics to return to their alle- 
Ziance to Spain; and (2) that Jefferson's 
letter of October, 1823, was the “first 
full and explicit declaration of the Mon- 
roe doctrine.” 

“Both these statements,” says Mr. 
Scruggs, “dre, of course, historically in- 
correct.” 

At the imminent risk of giving the 
Said Scruggs a gentle shock, I deliberate- 
ly repeat both these statements, and 
will prove them both to be correct. 

Mr. Scruggs says that I cite no au- 
thority, for “the good and sufficient rea- 
son that there is none.” This curt and 
peremptory method of settling historical 
disputes will hardly commend itself to 
the intelligent reader. Had Mr. Scruggs 
written to me for my authority, as so 
many have done with reference to other 
points, I would have given it, as I have 
done in so many other cases. 

But in spite of the fact that he stands 
In the class of the “friends and admir- 
ers,”” he publishes to the world his pos- 
itive declaration that my statements are 
not founded on fact, and have no evi- 
dence to support them. If I have de- 
liberately or recklessly falsified history 


ship and admiration; but 
Statements are accurate and capable of 
of very hasty and 
cism. 

Did not the holy alliance mean to 
bring back to Spain her revolted colo- 
nies? Had not the king of Spain ap- 
pealed to the holy allies to restore to 
him his lost provinces? As clearly as 
any political scheme which never mate- 
rialized is capable of proof, the pur- 
pose of the holy alliance to restore South 
America to Spain is provable. 

As stated in my “Story of France,” 
“Napoleon” and ‘Jefferson,’’ the real 
purpose of the holy alliance was to re- 
Store absolutism, divine right and the 
despotic sway of kings. 
to be crushed. Conditions were to be 
restored to what they were. prior to the 
disturbances of Napoleon and the French 
revolution. In pursuance of this in- 
famous plot against liberty and the peo- 
ple, kingly pledges of reform which had 
been made in Prussia, Austria, Italy, 
France, Spain, were shamelessly broken. 
Armed legions trampled down the demo- 
cratic movements in Europe. At the 
point of the bayonet the cruel, bigoted 
and utterly depraved king of Spain was 
put back on a throne from which the 
people had hurled him; and he had hard- 
ly readjusted himself before he besought 
the holy alliance to help him recover 
the South American republics which had 
thrown off the Spanish yoke. That the 
allied kings intended to complete their 
work by restoring to the Spanish king 
what the revolution had taken from 
him was the belief throughout Europe. 
and that belief finds expression in al- 
most every history of the times. Schoun- 
ler’s “History of the United States” is a 
standard work, and I quote from volume 
III, beginning with page 279, on which 
the author states; 

“To Spain the alliance next directed 
their course; bent On casting the contf- 
nent once more into the chains of the 
eighteenth century, and now was threat- 
ened a collision with Spanish America 
and the ideas and policies of the new 
world.” 

From page to page Schouler proceeds 
to treat the subject, stating that the 
holy alliance threatened to overturn the 
South American republics; and, after 
giving the narrative of Monroe’s famous 
declaration, he says: 

“Spanish American securities rose at 


once in the stock market; the holy al- 
liance was foiled.’’ 


To the same effect was the felebrated 
speech of Canning in the Enpiisn par- 
liament when he declared with superb 
bombast: “I calied a new world into ex- 
istence to redress the balance of tha 
old. I resolved that if France had Spain 
it should not be Spain with the In- 
dies.”’ 

Now in plain language, what did this 
rhetoric mean? “I ,have had Great 
Britain to acknowledge the indeperfdence 
of the South American republics, and 
they are now safe. If the republics had 
been overturned Spain would have got 
back her colonies, but as Spain is un- 
der the heel of France the South Ameri- 
can colories would have enhanced the 
wealth and power of France—and that f 
could not permit.’’ 

This is the precise meaning of Can- 
ning’s celebrated speech, and all States- 
men know it. Now let me ask -your 
readers: Is it not barely possible that 
Canning. the British minister, knew the 
innner plans of the holy alliance as 
thoroughly as W. L. Scruggs knows 
them?

FAIR PROMISES 
LURED HER AWAY 


Young Kentucky Girl Tells 
Pathetic Story to the 
Police, 


“I left my home on the prom'se ofr 
this woman that she would place me 
on the stage, and that I would soon 
wear diamonds and have all the money 
I wished. Instead of this, however, she 
has been using me as a part of her 
scheme to make money.” 

This is the statement made by Bessie 
Arms, a pretty and vivacious 1!4-year- 
old girl of Owensboro, Ky., now held 
in the Atlanta police station for her 
parents. 

The woman referred to is Mrs. Rosa 
Hedges, a vaudeville actress and circus 
performer, whose home is in Nashvilis, 
and who is also a prisoner in the police 
station. Mrs. Hodges was arrested in 
connection with the case of Bessie Arms 
but it developed late yesterday afier- 
noon that- she is wanted in Nashville 
on two criminal charges and she will 
pe taken back to that city. 

The Arms girl, who is an innocent- 
looking, rosy-cheeked lass, wearing Fhort 
dresses, tells a pathetic story of how 
she was enticed away from her home. 
Her father is W. H. Arms, a carpenter, 
of Owensboro. 

The girl yesterday made a complete 
confession of her association with the 
Hedges woman, during the narration of 
which she broke down and wept bitter- 
ly. She declares that she is glad to 
get separated from the womay, and to 
get back to her home and parents. She 
characterizes Mrs. Hedges as “a bad 
woman,” and states that she tried to 
lure a pretty Nashville girl from her 
home, but failed. She says also that 
she understood the woman had enticed 
two other girls from their homes, but 
that she had never seen them. 


Brief Matrimonial Experience. 
The Kentucky lass says that she was 
vith her companion for about six months, 
and. according to her story, it appears 
that she has nad a wide and varied ex- 
rerience. In Nashville, a young man 
whose name she gives as Thomas King 


mene 


became infatuated with her ang finally 
induced her to marry him. The cere- 
nicny was performed and the couple lived 
together foug days, after which the girl 
bride left her husband. 

When asked her reason for this, the 
girl said: 

“Well, it was this way: He would 
not work, but just lay around the house 
and watched me all of ‘the time. I did 
not like this and so I just left him.” 

The girl was taken into custody yes- 
terday morning by Detectives N. A. Lan- 
ford and Harry White. She was turned 
over to Mrs. Bohnefeld, the police mat- 
rcn, and the officers hegan an Iqyestiga- 
tion. The girl referred in some manner 
to her sister, and on’ investigating this 
individual, it was found that she wags 
Mrs. Hedges. She also claimed the Arms 
girl to be her sister. The latter,. how- 
ever, finally confessed the whole story 
to Mrs. Bohnefeld and the detectives, and 
a short while later Mrs. Hedges, who 
called at the police station to see her 
“sister,” was also arrested, 

Mrs. Hedge’s Husband in Chicago, 

Mrs. Hedges’ stage name is Rosa Cox 
and the Arms girl says that she has also 
gone by the name of Rosa Wallace. She 
is a young worpan, neatiy attired, and 
of a generally attractive appearance. She 
states that her husband is L. M. Hedges, 
of Chicago, but says that they are not 
living together. Mrs. Hedges denies the 
charges made by the Kentucky girl, and 
states that the girl went out on the road 
with her of her own accord.

‘Cothran & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 2.—There has been 
less than the usual excitement in the 
cotton market this week. This was due 
mainly to the approaching government 
report on the condition of the crop in 
the various states of the south. It was 
generally expected that the report would 
show a decline of 8 to !2 points, and 
uncertainty over the extent of this de- 
cline led to a more moderate trade in 
futures, as well as to the elimination 
of the interest already in the market. 
Eom feared the decline would be greater 
than, expected, and some were of the 
opinion that the deterioration was not 
as great as reported. This uncertainty, 
together with the closing out of the 
September deal and the crash in the 
stock market, left the market very irreg- 
ular. At one time. prices advanced 
sharply and then lost about al) the 
gain. No one cared to buy freely, and 
few desired to sel]. Cotton was offered 
freely from the south, receipts being 
the heaviest of the season. Later in 
the week the failure of two prominent 
southern banking firms had a depressing 
influence on sentiment. It is to the de- 
velopments outside the cotton industry 
rather than to events inside the cotton 
world that caution is a directive in- 
stance. Many who would be free buyers 
of cotton as a result of the crop dete- 
rioration are willing to stand aside for 
the moment and await the effects of 
the depression in the stock market. This 
is the critical season of the year. Often 
the market breaks under weight of cot- 
ton from the new crop, only to advance 
later in the year. It is too early in the 
season to form definite ideas of the sup- 
ply or the demand for cotton. At best 
there are only guesses to be had as to 
production, and they are now on @ much 
smaller scale than was the case a month 
ago. If reports are to be relied upon 
there will not be any overproduction 
in cotton this year. But cotton is ma 
turing rapidly and is being shipped in 
jarwe csintities. There is no heavy 
buying in any direction. On the other 
}hages, *“*-se is more or less short sell- 


ing on the part of those who believe 
in lower prices. With cotton moving 
freely, and the buying power lmited, 
it is dificult to see one’s way clear to 
buying for higher prices. The market 
is not a broad market, and people evi- 
Gently do not feel sure en«§igh over the 
outlook to buy generally.

Large Companies. 

Raleigh, N. C., October 2.—(Special.)—

itola Manufacturing Company at Mar- 
shals, with $125,000 capital stock. 
mill is on the French Broad river, the 
power of which will be used to operate 
it... It. is the most westerly mill fn the 
state, being within a few miles of the 
Tennessee line. Another ‘charter ig 
granted to the Continental Manufactur-. 
ing Company, of Charlotte, Capital stock 
$150,000, John H. McAden, Cc. N. G 
Butt and George Wilson being the stock- 
holders. Work ts now well under war 
on the White Oak mill, in the suburbs 
of Greensboro, which will be the largest 
in the state, as it will cost more than 
$1,500,000. This mill is being built by 
the Cones, who are now taking rank 
among the greatest cotton mil] owners 
in North Carolina.

BOUGHT OUT STEAMER LINES. 


Traffic on Upper Cape Fear River 
Controlled by One Company. 
Wilmington, N. C., October 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The South Atlantic company, a 
corporation recently chartered by the 
state of New York, has bought out three 
companies operating steamers on the 
Cape Fear river between Wilmington and 
Fayetteville. By the purchase the com- 
pany has complete control of al] traffic 
on the upper Cape Fear. The consoli- 
dation of the three managements went 
into effect today. The new company is 
composed of A. A. Lisman, of New York: 
Duncan McFEachern and T. D. Love, of 
Wilmington, and W. 8S. Cook, of Fayette- 
ville, N. C. By the deal the South At- 
lantic company comes into ownership of 
the steamers City of Fayetteville, High- 
lander and Hurt, passenger and freight 
boats. The first named was built last 
year, at a cost of $25,000. The others 
are worth about $10,000 each. Colonel 
W. 8S. Cook, of Fayetteville, has become 
general manager, and T. D. Love, of this 
city, general freight and passenger agent. 


TO REDUCE PIG IRON PRODUCT. 


Decision of Manufacturers Who Met 
at Birmingham. 
Birmingham, Ala., October 2.—A meet- 
ing of the leading makers of pig iron 
in the south was held today behind closed 
doors to consider the question of reducing 
the output in line with the action of the 
northern furnaces. At the close of the 
meeting the following Official statement 

was given out: 

At a meeting held today of a majority 
of the southern pig iron producers it 
was suggested that in view of the present 
overproduction the output of pig iron in 
the southern district be reduced approx- 
imately 25 per cent of their respective 
capacities during the quarter ending De- 
cember 3!, 1903, by the voluntary action 
of the producers.
